Lady Muck-Beth 

Irvine councilwoman Beth Krom begs for support in her fight against transparency 


A fter the crushing defeat of 
three of her allies in last 
November’s Irvine elections, 
it’s understandable that Beth 
Krom would take the holidays to “rest, 
restore and re-focus,” as she declared to 
her Democratic 
Party supporters 
in a Jan. 3 email. 

For a dozen years, 
Krom served as the 
angry, robotic gun¬ 
ner in Larry Agran’s 
political machine 
that controlled the 
city, operated with 
Nixonian secrecy, 
ran fake Republi¬ 
can candidates to 
maintain power and stalled Orange County 
Great Park construction by funneling 
chunks of the project’s kitty to political 
operatives in no-bid contracts. 

At least for now, the fun is over for Agran, 
who—though possessing the greatest name 
recognition as Irvine’s political godfather 
and ran for U.S. president in 1992—has fin¬ 
ished dead-last among serious candidates 
in the past two city elections. The situation 
leaves Krom without her commander on 
the dais, the lone Democrat on a superma¬ 
jority Republican council and a fourth-rate 
ordinance maker searching for answers as 
she flies solo: Why did residents reject her 
alliance, and how can she make herself rel¬ 
evant until the 2016 elections? 

I’m not guessing about the parameters 
of her search. The aforementioned email, 
the one she told supporters to keep secret 
from the public, outlines her quest. During 
her holiday-reflection period, she decided 
voters must be stupid for not understand¬ 
ing why she and Agran gave their top three 
political consultants—Arnold Forde, Chris 
Townsend and George Urch—taxpayer- 
funded, no-bid contracts totaling more than 
$165,000 per month while complaining 
there was no money to build the park. 

“I tell people Orange County is the most 
ignorant, educated place in America,” she 
wrote. “Unfortunately, people don’t know 
what’s happening.” 

With that first prong solved in her own 
mind, Krom turned her attention to “build¬ 
ing a better informed, better engaged com¬ 
munity” that defeats “the vortex of negativ¬ 
ity” and returns her team to power over city 
coffers. But, alas, communicating is not her 
forte. She speaks with a screeching voice 
that, incredibly, is echoed in her printed 
statements. This last email contains more 
than 200 bold and capitalized words, mak¬ 
ing your eyeballs feel as if they are being 
attacked by a bloviating screamer. 


Krom, 56, must realize her shortcom¬ 
ing. Why else would she feel the need to 
beg her supporters to read her rallying 
cry? “Please read this whole email,” she 
wrote in bold, adding in a second, repeti¬ 
tive line—also in bold—in case the reader 
didn’t grasp the first one, “Do read the 
whole thing if possible.” 

I subjected myself to reading the whole 
thing as a public service and can report 
that the councilwoman has revealed a 
game plan to “activate” the city. “People 
need to see the bigger picture,” she wrote. 

As step one to defeat the Republicans’ 
“smokescreen,” Krom wants to manufac¬ 


ture the appearance of legitimate opposi¬ 
tion to the ongoing independent audit 
of questionable Great Park spending. 
Depositions made public so far underscore 
the project’s waste, fraud and abuse in 
nauseating detail. For example, a planned 
$125,000 playground swing set turned into 
a $1.25 million expense when Agran/Krom 
consulting pals finished submitting bills. 

“Call to action,” she wrote. “I would 
like at least 25 people [to speak against the 
audit findings during future, televised city 
council hearings].... Email me if you’re 
onboard. I’ll be organizing a get-together 
very soon.” 

It’s not the first time Krom has treated 
Irvine residents as though they’re morons. 
About six weeks before the most recent 
election, and with her allies hoping to win 
a supermajority, a speaker addressed the 
council and chastised Christina Shea. The 


Republican council woman’s offense? She’d 
told the public that Agran had created a 
fake newspaper, Irvine Community News 
St Views, to mislead voters about campaign 
stances and Great Park shenanigans. 

That speaker, UC Irvine student Luis 
Aleman, mocked Shea by saying, “Don’t 
whine about getting a little dirt on your 
face” and labeled her complaints about 
the ethics of publishing a fake paper a 
“whole bunch of ado about nothing.” 

In “Irvine Council Gets a Civics Les¬ 
son,” Daily Pilot reporter Matt Morrison 
noted, “UCI student scolds politicians 
over ethics” and included supportive 


quotes from the Democrats. 

“The young man who testified, I think 
he had it right on,” said Agran. 

Krom chimed in, “I think the young 
man who spoke was the person everybody 
should have listened to the most.” 

See? Grassroots democracy in action: A 
citizen appeared off the street, voiced an 
independent opinion, and won apprecia¬ 
tive coverage in the Pilot and a second 
piece in the Orange County Register. 

In reality, Krom, Agran and the daily 
newspapers disseminated misinforma¬ 
tion. Aleman wasn’t a neutral observer 
as the public had been led to believe, and 
the council members knew him as more 
than just “the young man.” They knew 
his name and his occupation. The student 
boasts on his Facebook and Google pages 
that he’s a “political operative” for Agran 
and Irvine Democrats. 


MARIJUANA MADE HIM DO IT? 

Given he is a high school dropout with 
a hefty rap sheet, Huntington Beach 
resident Kenneth Scott Everett’s recent 
arrest for stealing mail last year wasn’t 
exactly remarkable. 

“I am truly ashamed and embarrassed,” 
Everett, 49, told U.S. District Court Judge 
David O. Carter during an early January 
sentencing hearing he hoped wouldn’t 
result in more than two years in prison. “I 
take full responsibility for my actions.” 

Well, not quite. 

He also blamed marijuana. The asser¬ 
tion startled Carter, who has witnessed 
the impact of drug abuse on thousands of 
lives during a 42-year career as a prosecu¬ 
tor, state judge and President Bill Clinton 
appointee to the federal bench in 1998. 

The overwhelming majority of Everett’s 
criminal history—burglary, forgery, grand 
theft, identity theft and various narcot¬ 
ics arrests—has been linked to substance 
abuse, at least according to the defendant. 
Everett had managed to go several years in 
successful drug recovery, but a back injury 
during work caused him to get a medical- 
marijuana prescription, and, he claims, the 
criminal activity resumed. 

“I just can’t imagine a doctor giving you 
a marijuana prescription after your addic¬ 
tion,” said Carter. 

The judge then looked to Assistant 
United States Attorney Jennifer L. Waier 
and asked, “Can we indict the doctor?” 

Before Waier could reply, Carter smiled 
and said he was joking, but he clearly 
wasn’t happy. 

“I must be living on Mars,” he said 
before turning his attention back to Ever¬ 
ett and issuing a 33-month prison sen¬ 
tence. “I’m going to get you back on the 
right track.” 

The case began with on-the-ball work 
by the U.S. Secret Service, as well as police 
officers in Orange and Huntington Beach, 
last June and July. 

After a call from a Wells Fargo Bank 
manager about an attempt to pass a 
fraudulent, $500 money order, cops 
stopped the driver of a departing minivan 
and found tools of a counterfeit operation: 
credit reports for victims, fake currency, 
fake IDs, tax documents, bank statements, 
passports, computer hard drives, razor 
blades, rulers, Epson printer, Aqua Net 
hairspray, acetone, Scotch tape, brushes, 
measuring boards, pens, markers, Krazy 
Glue and copper powder. That evidence 
eventually led to Everett, who was found 
with 56 stolen social security numbers 
and 39 stolen credit cards, according to a 
Secret Service report.

VERY SUMMER FORTHE PAST FIVE YEARS, the Anaheim 
Convention Center, a swirly tower of concrete and blue-tinted glass, 
transforms itself into a mecca of marijuana. This magical event, the 
world’s largest of its kind, lasts exactly two days and happens just 
across the street from the Disneyland Resort. It’s called the Kush Expo. 

On display inside the four-hall, football field-sized facility are dozens of 
vendors hawking products ranging from the latest vaporizers to bongs, soil 
nutrients and hydroponic growing equipment. There’s the annual Kush Cup 
Awards, offering recognition for best indica, sativa and hybrid strains; oil; wax; 
hash; edible chocolate; vape pen; and tube bong—to name but a few categories. 
Then there’s the Hot Kush Girl Contest, in which bikini-clad lasses with green 
numbers spray-painted on their thighs compete for up to $500 and a gift bag. 

If all the bare flesh and bong raffles aren’t enough to keep you entertained, 


you can step inside an open-air white tent out back, where folks with a doc¬ 
tor’s recommendation for medical marijuana can smoke pot while guarded by 
Anaheim police officers. Doctors are on-site and available to help out the poor 
souls who forgot their cards. For a small fee, they can figure out what ails you, 
and presto change-o, you’re a certified medicinal-marijuana patient. 

It’s a toker’s paradise, one that makes Colorado seem as libertine as a Mor¬ 
mon party, and is fully approved by the city, which owns the Convention Cen¬ 
ter. But during the other 363 days of the year, Anaheim is as anti-pot as you can 
get. The city first banned medical-marijuana dispensaries in 2007, and it has 
extended and strengthened that ban every year since, adding delivery services 
to the prohibition in 2013. Last October, council members ordered staff to 
begin cutting electricity and water services to anyone violating the ban.

As with many other cities in California, 
however, Anaheim knows that bans that 
exist on paper can only do so much to 
fight the rapid growth of dispensaries that 
occurred following the Obama adminis¬ 
tration’s so-called Ogden Memorandum 
(or Ogden Memo) of 2009, which (falsely, 
as it turned out) indicated the Justice 
Department wouldn’t interfere with states 
that had legalized medical marijuana. So 
city officials eagerly turned to the U.S. 
Attorney’s office, inviting it to threaten 
landlords in their city with asset-forfei¬ 
ture lawsuits and DEA raids. 

On Aug. 21,2011, the feds obliged, filing 
lawsuits against six dispensaries in Anaheim 
and sending letters to more than 60 prop¬ 
erty owners and dispensaries in the city, as 
well as neighboring La Habra, threaten¬ 
ing seizures and raids to anyone still open 
within 30 days. One of those lawsuits 
targeted a collective called Releaf Health 
& Wellness, located in a nondescript, two- 
story, multi-unit building at 2016 W. Ball Rd. 
The city also sued the landlord, Tony Jalali. 

This particular pair of lawsuits was 
pointless: Releaf had closed days before 
the city sent the notice, and Jalali had 
sent a certified letter to the city inform¬ 
ing it that his property was now officially 
pot-free. Yet Anaheim refused to back off, 
perhaps hoping to make an example out of 
Jalali and his tenant. 


Backed by Best, Best & Krieger (BBK), 
the largest anti-marijuana law firm in Cali¬ 
fornia—the lawyers there literally wrote the 
book on how municipalities could ban pot 
clubs—Anaheim worked with the feds to 
seize his $1.5 million building, citing exactly 
one $37 pot sale to an undercover police 
officer that was perfectly legal under state 
law. Yet in the face of an unprecedented 
legal and publicity campaign (spurred in 
part by the Weekly’s coverage), the feds ulti¬ 
mately backed out of the battle, promising 
to never threaten to seize the building again. 

Now, three years later, Anaheim contin¬ 
ues its quest to punish Jalali and the hap¬ 
less former operators of the long-defunct 
Releaf collective. Meanwhile, despite the 
city’s continued ban on pot clubs, large- 
scale marijuana dispensaries continue to 
operate within the city, too deep-pocketed 
to worry much about fines or lawsuits. 

In other words, weed continues to flow 
freely in the land of the Kush Expo while 
Anaheim officials have wasted a small 
fortune in taxpayer money going after 
a sympathetic property owner and his 
long-evicted tenant, neither of whom has 
been convicted, much less charged with 
a crime, and who, by all accounts, had no 
intention of violating state law. 

As it turned out, Anaheim had picked 
the wrong landlord to mess with. 

I n early 2010, Steve (who asked to 
remain anonymous) was driving 
on the 91 freeway when he saw a 
billboard advertising Anaheim’s

inaugural Kush Expo, scheduled to arrive 
in the city that July. 

"I thought, ‘Wow, what is all this 
about?”’ he recalls. 

Curious, Steve purchased a ticket to the 
event. “There was a medicating area out 
back, and there were Anaheim police officers 
monitoring the people going in, and everyone 
was out there smoking,” he says. “As an out¬ 
sider coming in, it was really cool. They set it 
up for someone like me to feel comfortable.” 

At the time, Steve’s elderly father was 
suffering from degenerative arthritis and 
couldn’t stomach the pain medication his 
doctors had prescribed. Steve’s wife had 
also recently been diagnosed with sco¬ 
liosis of the spine. Steve knew that there 
were already about 60 collectives operat¬ 
ing in the city, but he didn’t feel as though 
many of them were truly working on 
behalf of patients. They advertised strains 
with names such as Green Crack and 
charged up to $70 per eighth of an ounce. 
Steve wanted to open a small collective 
that would help his family and other legit¬ 
imately sick patients in Anaheim. 

“We had a detailed conversation with 
one of the lawyers [at the Kush Expo],” 
recalls Bobby Holley, who attended the 
event with Steve that day and later became 
his partner at the Releaf collective. “We 
wanted a clear answer as to whether Ana¬ 
heim was cool with [dispensaries], and he 
told us Anaheim was in the clear because 
there were so many operating at the time.” 

The lawyer offered to help Steve draw 
up legal paperwork that would ensure his 
collective was obeying state law and told 
Steve that Anaheim wouldn’t interfere with 
his efforts. “By the time I left that place, I 
was sure it was okay,” he says. So Steve paid 
the lawyer to draw up articles of incorpora¬ 
tion for a mutual-benefit, nonprofit corpo¬ 
ration. “We paid him a few grand, which I 
thought was high, but I wanted it to be as 
legal as possible,” Steve explains. 


Then Steve obtained a state seller’s per¬ 
mit from the California Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion (BOE). The woman who helped Steve 
over the telephone at the BOE warned 
him that Anaheim might deny his appli¬ 
cation for a city business license, but she 
advised him to apply anyway, so he could 
at least document a paper trail showing he 
had notified the city about his collective. 

That turned out to be unnecessary: 
Anaheim quickly mailed Steve the license, 
although it stated that selling medical 
marijuana at his location was prohibited 
under federal law. For a month, Steve and 
Holley scouted possible locations. After 
noticing a “For Rent” sign at a building 
near the intersection of Ball Road and 
Magnolia Avenue, Steve called the num¬ 
ber and spoke to Jalali, who agreed to 
rent one of his vacant units to them. “He 
was a good guy,” Steve says of Jalali. “He 
believed in patients’ rights and already 
had two other dispensaries there. We pro¬ 
vided him with all the proper documenta¬ 
tion, and he accepted us.” 

Jalali is a highly intelligent, fast-talking, 
somewhat-intense man. An Iranian-born 
software engineer who holds a government 
security clearance—which is partly why he 
refused to be photographed for this story— 
he carries himself with the self-confidence 
and borderline impatience of a successful 
businessman. The longtime resident of 
Irvine had purchased the Anaheim build¬ 
ing that eventually housed Releaf in 2003 
as a retirement nest egg. His wife, Morgan, 
a dentist, had a practice located there, and 
when the building went on the market and 
the first buyer’s loan fell through, the Jala- 
lis were able to negotiate a good deal, buy¬ 
ing the property for about $900,000. 

In 2009, after seven years of working out 
of the Ball Road building, Morgan wanted 
to work closer to home, so she opened a 
new practice in Lake Forest. When the 
Jalalis sold the Anaheim practice, they 



























were able to put $400,000 toward the 
$600,000 loan on the building. He then 
refinanced his home loan to pay off the 
remaining $200,000 on his mortgage. 

Jalali says that as soon as he paid off 
the loan, he began to have problems with 
Anaheim officials who seemed eager to 
make being a landlord in the city as difficult 
as possible. At the time, Jalali had several 
tenants on his first floor: a dental office, an 
insurance company and an immigration- 
services business. Upstairs, he rented to a 
business that sold cars. But the city stepped 
in and told him that even though several of 
his units were empty, he didn’t have enough 
parking spaces. “So they stopped accepting 
applications from my tenants,” Jalali says. 
When he complained to the city, officials 
told him that if he paid a $2,000 waiver fee, 
he could get around the parking restric¬ 
tion. “It was ransom money,” Jalali says. He 
refused to pay and instead rented the unit 
to an ultrasound medical company, but the 
city once again refused to allow him to take 
on any more tenants unless he paid the fee. 

“For probably two years, my building 
was empty upstairs,” Jalali recalls, fuming. 
“So I go to the city and asked who I could 
rent to, and the guy tells me a shoeshine 
business. I have 12 units upstairs. It was 
an insult to me for him to say that.” 

By 2011, Jalali had written several let¬ 
ters to various city officials complaining 
about his treatment, without any response. 
So when a medical-marijuana collec¬ 
tive asked about renting a unit upstairs, 
he gladly accepted. As far as Jalali was 


concerned, dispensaries were legal under 
state law and Anaheim had allowed the 
Kush Expo to operate for two years run¬ 
ning. What could possibly go wrong? 

A lot, as it turned out. After a few 
months, Jalali’s other tenants complained 
that the owner of the collective was smok¬ 
ing pot in one of the building’s bathrooms. 
Jalali confronted the man, who promised 
to never do it again. When the dispensary 
was late with the rent a month later, Jalali 
says, he refused to extend the club’s lease. 
Jalali also rented to another dispensary but 
soured on that tenant’s style of operation. “I 


got a call from the dental office about peo¬ 
ple in the parking lot and found out they 
were operating a happy hour,” Jalali says. 
“To me, this was illegal activity. I kicked 
him out. He had to leave within 30 days.” 

So when Steve called Jalali looking for a 
rental space for Releaf Health & Wellness, 
Jalali was in the process of phasing out 
the other two collectives. He insisted that 
Steve not only stay well within state law, 
but also do nothing to bother other tenants, 
much less create a public nuisance that 
would draw police attention. Steve signed 
his lease with Jalali on June 11,2011. 

“To be honest with you, Tony was a 
pain in my ass,” Steve says. Once, Jalali 
scolded Steve for allowing teenagers into 
the collective, so Steve had to show him 
proof that the patients were at least 21 
years old. When Jalali complained about 
the smell, Steve installed an expensive 
filtration system to fix the problem. 

In fact, Steve and his wife had invested 
their life’s savings into fixing up the unit 
and opening the Releaf collective. It was a 
stressful time, he says, complicated by his 
wife’s cancer diagnosis. In late 2011, the 
same week his wife went into the hospital 
for surgery and chemotherapy, he suffered 
a heart attack. But, Steve says, the expe¬ 
rience only strengthened his resolve to 
make Releaf a model dispensary. 

“We went above and beyond the guide¬ 
lines to regulate ourselves,” he insists. 
“Our whole goal was to provide safe 
access to patients. We were not pot deal¬ 
ers out to make money.” 


According to both Steve and Holley, the 
city never sent them a single letter telling 
them they were operating illegally. And 
the only time uniformed police officers 
visited Releaf was when a burglar broke 
a window at the shop and triggered an 
alarm. “The cops showed up and called 
[Steve] and said we needed to go down 
there,” Holley says. “We didn’t know what 
to expect, but sure enough, a guy had bro¬ 
ken in and stolen a few little things.” 

According to Holley, the obvious 
fact that he and Steve were operating a 
marijuana dispensary never came up in 


conversation with the officers. “The cops 
were actually really cool about it,” he says. 
“It wasn’t a secret what we were.” 

nbeknownst to Steve or Hol¬ 
ley, Anaheim police were 
already investigating Jalali’s 
tenants, including Releaf. 
According to files obtained by the 
Weekly, the investigation began with a 
tenant whom Jalali was in the process 
of evicting. Detectives had used Weed- 
maps to view a Jan. 1, 2011, message by a 
reviewer named Filiblunt 420. 

“Happy New Year my fellow pot- 
heads!!!” the post reads. “Man, [the col¬ 
lective] gots it goin on [sic].... I picked 
up some Platinum Kush, some Black¬ 
berry and they hooked me up with some 
Plain Wreck!! I just toked on a gram of 
each and every hit was an adventure!! I 
am SO LIFTED right now... even as I 
am typing this review.” 

Because Jalali evicted that dispensary, 
officers turned their attention to Steve’s 
collective. Late in 2011, an undercover 
police officer showed up at the Releaf 
Health & Wellness asking for marijuana. 
Because the cop didn’t have a doctor’s 
note, he wasn’t even allowed inside the 
dispensary, in accordance with Califor¬ 
nia law. So on Dec. 2, the officer posing 
as a patient returned with a legitimate 
doctor’s recommendation for cannabis— 
and according to police notes, he was 
able to purchase “4.2 net grams of mari¬ 
juana for $37.” 


At other collectives, that amount would 
sell for an average price of $65, according 
to Steve. “We gave it to him for whole¬ 
sale,” Steve says. “That’s nonprofit in my 
book. But that’s how we did business. It 
was for the patients.” 

Despite the cheap price, the $37 mari¬ 
juana transaction, which was not only 
perfectly legal under state law, but also a 
heck of a bargain, became the linchpin for 
Anaheim’s civil lawsuits against Jalali and 
Releaf, as well as the federal government’s 
attempt to seize Jalali’s building. The 
Weekly broke the story in a Feb. 7,2013, 


article that noted that Jalali had evicted 
Steve as soon as he received his first letter 
from the city warning him that his tenant 
was violating federal law. 

But neither Anaheim nor the feds 
would drop the case. 

For Anaheim, part of the explanation 
for this may lie with the law firm it has 
paid to prosecute medical-marijuana cases 
for the past several years. BBK is based in 
Riverside, but it has offices throughout 
California and even a lobbying wing in 
Washington, D.C. Originally formed in 
1915, it represents private business inter¬ 
ests, particularly those seeking to privatize 
public services (especially water agencies) 
at the same time it represents public sec¬ 
tor agencies, especially cities. 

BBK works on behalf of dozens of cities 
in California—including Anaheim, West¬ 
minster and Lake Forest in Orange County 
alone—as well as numerous public agen¬ 
cies including county governments and 
school districts. The amount of billable 
hours is mind-boggling; a Weekly public 
records request for all invoices submitted 
to the city by BBK during the past four 
years turned up no less than 1,317 pages 
asking for payments for legal work. 

Among BBK’s more controversial 
clients in recent years is the city of Bell, 
whose top officials illegally granted 
themselves six-figure salaries and bloated 
pensions, leading to a nationwide scandal 
and the arrest of several city officials. BBK 
lawyer Edward Lee (who also worked 
for the cities of Downey and Maywood) 
escaped criminal charges but was fired by 
BBK, which ended up being sued by Bell 
for providing bad legal advice. 

“They were the attorneys for Bell when 
it became a charter city in 2005, which 
Bell officials thought gave them a way to 
avoid salary limits,” says Jeff Gottlieb, the 
Los Angeles Times reporter whose report¬ 
ing on Bell with Ruben Vives won the 2011 
Pulitzer Prize for public service. “In fact, 
their new charter screwed up and didn’t 
allow that, which is one of the reasons the 
city council members could be charged.” 

In the war on marijuana, BBK not only 
has helped specific cities such as Ana¬ 
heim to draft ordinances to ban collec¬ 
tives, but one of its lawyers, Jeffrey Dunn, 
has successfully argued on behalf of the 
League of California Cities for the right 
to ban dispensaries before the California 
Supreme Court in the so-called Riverside 
decision. (Dunn did not respond to inter¬ 
view requests.) That 2013 case stemmed 
from a challenge to Riverside’s ban on 
marijuana dispensaries, an ordinance 
drafted by—you guessed it—BBK lawyers 
hired by Riverside city officials. 

It might seem like a conflict of interest 
for a law firm to help businesses profit 
from the same government entities it rep¬ 
resents in court, but not according to BBK. 
Denise Nix, BBK’s marketing communica¬ 
tions manager, sent the Weekly an email 
saying the firm wouldn’t comment for this 
story. Sonia Carvalho, a BBK partner who 
is also Santa Ana’s city attorney and who 
co-wrote a 2010 paper with Dunn titled

“The Legal Basis for Banning Medical 
Marijuana Dispensaries/’ didn’t respond 
to a Weekly interview request. But in a 
2009 article for the now-defunct Inland 
Empire Weekly, she provided a written 
statement to that paper insisting that BBK 
plays no role in crafting public policy. 

“We advise cities on what the law 
says,” Carvalho wrote. “We are always 
ever sensitive to understanding our role 
and not becoming involved in the public 
policy debates.” 

A fter Anaheim, with help from 
BBK, sued Jalali, crusading 
medical-marijuana attorney 
Matthew Pappas offered to rep¬ 
resent the property owner pro bono. Both 
Pappas and his researcher, Sergio Sando¬ 
val, had done similar legal work on behalf 
of marijuana collectives throughout 
Orange and Riverside counties, and BBK 
had always been there in the courtroom. 

“I first became aware of BBK because of 
Dunn’s constant presence at various court 
hearings involving the establishment of 
medical marijuana in California,” San¬ 
doval says. “His attendance was often to 
monitor key hearings, while other times, 
he was arguing on the side of prohibition¬ 
ist cities.... For the past four years, every 
person involved in our law firm has won¬ 
dered why it is that BBK is so obstinately 


opposed to the implementation of the 
state laws regarding medical marijuana.” 

“It’s a money thing with them,” Pappas 
says. “There’s a ton of money to be made, 
and that’s what they do.” 

In October 2013, two years after Ana¬ 
heim sued Jalali and invited the federal 
government to try to seize his building, 


that effort failed with an exclamation 
point. Alerted to the case by the Week¬ 
ly’s coverage of the story, the libertarian 
law firm Institute for Justice took on 
the case, also pro bono. Before agree¬ 
ing to drop the case, the U.S. Attorney’s 
office had tried to pressure Jalali to 
agree to surprise inspections and to 
never rent to another dispensary. When 


he refused, the feds caved in and with¬ 
drew its case with prejudice, essentially 
promising it would never attempt to 
take the building again. 

Anaheim is still suing Jalali and his for¬ 
mer tenants, Steve and Holley, for violating 
Anaheim’s ban on marijuana dispensaries. 
The suit was filed by Dunn on behalf of the 


city on Aug. 22,2012; the trial started Jan. 13. 

Meanwhile, the weed world anxiously 
awaits the release of tickets for Ana¬ 
heim’s next Kush Expo, which rankles 
Steve and Jalali. 

“I never would have opened the col¬ 
lective if I hadn’t visited the Kush Expo,” 
says Steve, who declined to be photo¬ 
graphed out of fear of retaliation by the 


city. “Now, my wife has cancer, we lost 
our life’s savings, we are on the verge of 
losing our house, and Anaheim wants 
another $25,000 from me. There is no 
way I can pay that.” 

With his collective gone, Steve has to 
go to other dispensaries that continue 
to operate in the city to find medicine 
to help his wife. “We get her medica¬ 
tion from different places, but some 
are sketchy, a bunch of thugs or hoods 
running them,” he says. “I don’t want 
them shut down because I want access, 
but I want safe access, not just punks 
slinging pot to anyone who walks 
through the door.” 

Jalali, apparently emboldened by his 
victory over the feds, is now renting space 
to a brand-new marijuana collective. He 
says he won’t evict the tenant until Ana¬ 
heim closes down the Kush Expo. “During 
all this time, we kept pushing the federal 
government, saying that if this dispensary 
is illegal, go after the source, the city of 
Anaheim promoting the Kush Expo with 
show girls,” he says. “I am willing to stop 
it in my building if the city is willing to 
stop the Kush Expo.” 

“I would like to have a trial,” says Pappas. 
“I believe the city’s purpose in attacking 
[Jalali] was to obtain the forfeiture money 
and not to abate nuisances. We asked for all 
complaints from citizens, and [the city] sent 
us two items, one of which was centered on 
the Kush Expo.... They are like a big dog 
that has bitten down and can’t let go.”

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Poke for Days!

Long Beach’s Poke Etc. does justice to one of Hawaii’s most delicious dishes

W 


I t was 3:30 p.m. on a Sunday. The 
young owner of Poke Etc. had just 
barely finished his lunch. But his 
break was short-lived. As new cus¬ 
tomers came through the door, he chirped, 
“First time here? Have you tried poke 
before? Let me give you some samples!” 

He then walked behind the counter 
and proceeded to offer each person in 
the group—a mom, a dad and two daugh¬ 
ters—morsels from the poke trays behind 
a refrigerated glass case. There was about 
half a dozen flavors available, and the 
family tasted all of them, toothpick after 
toothpick. After that came a twentysome¬ 
thing couple that was also offered samples. 

“How did you find out about us?” the 
young owner asked. Good, old-fashioned 
word of mouth. 

Next came a burly guy in a faded 
Waimea High School T-shirt. The ex-pat 
kama’aina knew what poke was, but he 
still gladly taste-tested a few flavors. In 
those 30 minutes that afternoon, Poke 
Etc.’s bossman gave away what I would 
guess to be at least 10 bucks’ worth of his 
precious foodstuff. 

This is poke, the Hawaiian delicacy 
that has come of age recently in OC 
thanks to the success of purveyors such 
as Pokinometry in Anaheim, North Shore 
Poke Co. and others. But how Poke Etc. is 
offering it—displayed and sold for $13.50 
per pound or over warm rice as poke 
bowls—might be the truest incarnation 
of poke Southern California has seen yet. 
In Hawaii, these raw cubes of marinated 
ahi tuna aren’t usually made-to-order, 
but rather offered like this, in refriger¬ 
ated buckets often next to a supermarket’s 


butcher section. And samples by toothpick 
are obligatory. 

But the truth is Poke Etc. needn’t offer 
any free tastes. Every customer who 
came didn’t just amble in there by acci¬ 
dent. They wanted poke and sought out 
the place. That afternoon, I overheard 
that at least one couple drove to this 
Long Beach hole-in-the-wall eatery from 
Lake Forest. And there was the fact that 
Poke Etc. is so new the landlord hasn’t 
yet changed the marquee outside (it still 
reads “Tony’s Barbecue”). Yet the poke- 
famished still came. 

And so did I. In the span of a few weeks, 
I trekked there at least three times. The 
first trip, I opted for the spicy mayo poke 
over rice—cubes of raw tuna covered in a 
Sriracha-tinted pink creaminess and freck¬ 
led with tobiko, sliced onions and scal¬ 
lions. After I licked its clamshell container 
clean, I bought a half-pound of the limu 
poke, the most basic flavor, with sea salt, 
the frilly seaweed from which it takes its 
name and onions. Though it was slicked in 
oil (perhaps to keep the cubes from drying 
out), it possessed a flavor that reminded 
me how long it’s been since I’ve gone to 
the islands. 

The second trip, I had even more poke: 
the kimchee-flavored one that owed its 
redness and sweetness to gochujang, plus 
the Basic Spicy, which was covered in tog- 
arashi, the Japanese pepper powder. But 
this time, I had them as an included side 
in the combo plates—not that the combo 
plates needed anything extra. These were 
gigantic portions of food in and of them¬ 
selves, enough protein and starch in the 
rice and mayo-rich mac salad to make 


sumo wrestlers of anyone who can con¬ 
sume it in one sitting. The Island Bento 
consisted of spears of sauce-glazed teri- 
yaki chicken and a crispy, greaseless plank 
of panko-breaded pork cutlet zigzagged 
in its own tonkatsu sauce. But perhaps 
the best thing Poke Etc. makes besides 
the poke was the lau lau, hunks of pork 
steamed with taro leaves inside a banana 
leaf, and the kalua pork, shreds of slow- 
roasted pig as smoky as they were moist. 

That the young owner and his business 
partner are both Filipinos might explain 
their deftness with pork and that their 
gisantes—essentially a tomato-based 
Filipino dry pork stew with peas that’s 
popular in Hawaii—is excellent. But they 
also do a great Japanese curry that puts a 
new dimension to the tonkatsu. And then 
there’s the oka poke, which is closer to 
Tahitian poisson cru and the only poke 
not displayed with the rest since it’s made 
with coconut milk and thus must be kept 
at cooler temps to prevent spoilage. Poke 
Etc. even offers tako, which was what the 
ex-pat kama’aina ended up ordering- 
tender, boiled pieces of octopus that work 
best with the Fresh Ginger marinade. 

And for those who think Long Beach is 
still too far, Poke Etc. will soon open a shop 
in OC, taking over a Filipino turo-turo 
joint in Lake Forest. The free samples will 
still, of course, be obligatory.

hen I told our Trendzilla columnist 
I was dining in her hometown, 
"Marie Callender's is hopping" was 
Lindsey's response. See, "Peruvian food" 
and "Yorba Linda" seem as apt a pairing 
as "ethics" and "Mike Carona," so it's 
understandable why a learned visitor 
might expect a disaster at Andes Peru¬ 
vian Grill. Complex dishes such as tallarin 
and arroz chaufa are reduced to bowls, 
the better to entice the city's bro crowd. 
Chicha morada and maracuya are 
praised not for their flavor, but rather for 
their anti-oxidant ingredients. The kebabs 
aren't anticuchos, but rather... kebabs. 
And the design of the place is as inoffen¬ 
sively ethnic as a Chipotle outlet. 

But despite this masquerade, the 
restaurant is a beaut, selling food worthy 
of a charanga (even if the music veers 
more toward Brazilian). Knowing its 
core customer base, the focus is on the 
pastas, rice dishes and meat entrees 
that need only a friendly push from the 
owners for Reaganites and Bushians to 
learn to love them. The polio saltado is 
juicy and smoky; seco de norte is braised 
beef par excellence. The ceviche might 
not sting as much as it should, but it still 
pleases. And while Andes' menu might 
not be as extensive as those at other 
Peruvian spots in OC, there's enough 
refinement in each dish to make it worth 
the drive—Saint Martin de Porres across 
the street in his namesake church finally 
has something to remind him of home. 

And that's the wonderful thing about 
this place: Despite its setting, the flavors 
never get compromised. The empanadas 
are unapologetically flaky, and the hot 
sauce that comes with them burns with 
the spice only a rocoto pepper offers. 

The tableside aji has the same garlicky 
charm and slight burn everyone loves. 
And even when the daughter of the 
owner tells you, no, she can't give you 
bread for free, and yes, she likes to eat 
bread smeared with ajf as well, but she 
still can't give you any, you'll learn to love 
Andes Peruvian Grill—Yorba Linda set¬ 
ting and limits be damned.

ince Gatten is a conveyor-belt 
sushi restaurant—arguably 
one of the most successful kai- 
ten sushi chains in Southern 
California—Travel Channel host Andrew 
Zimmern’s credo of “If it looks good, eat 
it” can be applied. There are the rainbow/ 
tempura/crunch roll usuals, yet also other, 
more advanced morsels such as sea urchin 
roe gunkan maki and natto.

What the chefs do to the salmon skin 
here (if I’m not mistaken) is deep-fry it 
into curls so crunchy it drowns out any 
and all ambient noise when you bite into 
it.

An edgier docu-crop is on offer at this year’s Irvine International Film Festival

T he Irvine International Film 
Festival (IIFF) rolls in a truly 
unique film lineup every Janu¬ 
ary; last year's programming 
included more Oscar-nominated features 
than any other local film fest, with some 
brilliant indie documentaries that have 
since vanished to near-obscurity. This 
year's selection includes some edgier 
picks that are decidedly more political and 
vibrant—enjoy them while you can! 

HARDY 

Move over, Million Dollar Baby; Natasha 
Verma’s Hardy highlights one female 
boxer’s struggle to be taken seriously in 
her sport. Young Brooklynite Heather 
“The Heat” Hardy (seriously, doesn’t 
that name sound like something out of 
a Mickey Spillane novel?) is a tough, 



focused fighter who has made a name for 
herself in the ring with her determina¬ 
tion and skill, but her gender has made 
her the boxing world's punching bag. 
Hardy doesn’t see anything but a cham¬ 
pionship title in her future, and while 
her training and persistence have taken 
her halfway there, it’s up to the powers 
that be in this male-dominated sport to 
decide how far she’ll get. Screens Sun., 
7:30 p.m.; also Tues., 1 p.m. 

POVERTY INC. 

Watching this documentary might come 
with the sad realization that all those 
ugly TOMS shoes you’ve been buying 
and wearing for years in the name of 
charity have made little impact at all. At 
least that’s the discussion raised in Pov¬ 
erty, Inc., in which Michael Matheson 
Miller investigates the measure of good 
that Western aid companies actually 
achieve for the people of Africa vs. what 
they promise to, and the results aren’t 
pretty. African caseworkers explain how 
efforts from the West to donate money, 
buy goods or adopt children only serve 
as surface tactics and are effective on a 



small scale at best. Independent, stra¬ 
tegic aid organizations are about the 
last hope for the African people, as they 
look to implement long-term solutions.

SHOWFOLK 

Another short documentary that could 
only be more delightful if it were longer, 
Show folk profiles seven veterans from the 
Golden Age of Hollywood now in their 
golden years, all still living (and, in the 
case of the 100-year-old former Vaude¬ 
ville actor, still working) with the same 
sense of childish glee of their youth. Each 
experienced interesting detours through 
life that have somehow led to careers in 
show business; among them are a former 
screen beauty who dated Richard Nixon 
back when he was a Democrat, a woman 
who had a chance encounter with Walt 
Disney and befriended him at his studio, 
and a business-sawy movie producer 
tasked with selling one of the biggest pic¬ 
tures of all time, The Ten Commandments. 



While “the biz” is a hard one, the show- 
folk featured by director Ned McNeilage 
share their wisdom on how to navigate 
through it. Screens Tues., 5 p.m. 

120 DAYS 

While the U.S. House of Representa¬ 
tives and President Barack Obama 
wrestle with how to handle immigration 
reform, undocumented immigrants liv¬ 
ing and working in the States continue 
to worry about being discovered and 
deported. Director Ted Roach looks at 


current policy through its effects on one 
family in 120 Days. After Miguel Cortes, 
a Mexican entertainer and family man, is 
arrested (after being pulled over for no 
cause, according to the film), the court 
grants him voluntary departure, wherein 
he must leave his family and country in 
120 days—with the possibility of someday 
being able to return if he gets his papers 
in order. While the temptation to disap¬ 
pear with his family and change their 
names looms over his head, it’s not the 
easiest decision to make, especially when 
both options carry an uncertain future. 
Screens Wed., 5 p.m. 



KEHINDE WILEY: AN ECONOMY OF GRACE 

Against beautiful baroque- and classical- 
era backdrops that resemble those in 
Old Master paintings, Kehinde Wiley 
paints modern-day African-American 
and Latino subjects in cheekily subver¬ 
sive, glorious, large-size portraits. Jeff 
Dupre followed Wiley, and through An 
Economy of Grace, you also can witness 
his artistic process, whether it’s asking 
working-class women off the street to 
pose as models or watching his delicate 
paint strokes transforming the canvas. 

At less than half an hour, this docu¬ 
mentary is infuriatingly short.

The Fabulous 
Bakersfield Boy 

S mall festivals often become traps 
for cinematic love letters from film¬ 
makers to family members with stories 
of "achievement" they wrongly believe 
deserve audiences beyond the folks 
who show up for Thanksgiving dinner. 

Thankfully, Billy Mize & the Bakers¬ 
field Sound is not one of those films. 
Director William J. Saunders rightly 
credits his 85-year-old grandfather 
with being among the country-music 
pioneers who predate the "Bakersfield 
Sound" most often credited to Mize's 
onetime sideman Buck Owens. 

It's an eye-opening, warts-and-all 
portrait of the singer/guitarist/song¬ 
writer who possessed a sweet, sweet 
voice but could never extend his fame 
beyond Southern California as a musi¬ 
cian or host of a string of Bakersfield 
and Los Angeles television shows in the 
1950s and '60s that were in the same 
vein as American Bandstand and The 
Johnny Cash Show. 

Cash was among the touring country 
artists who always made a point to 
come through the studios where Mize 
hosted shows, as did three surviving 
stars who appear as talking heads in the 
documentary: Willie Nelson, Merle Hag¬ 
gard and Ray Price. Many praise Mize 
for giving them their starts, which we 
witness among the impressive array of 
archival footage Saunders digs up. 

The picture builds to the family-first 
stance that kept Mize from leaving 
SoCal, the heart-breaking losses that 
tore his beloved family apart, the medi¬ 
cal issues that kept him off the stage 
and a surprise, intimate, tear-inducing 
scene nearthe end. 

Saunders creating a film that's not 
just a glorified home movie should 
surprise no one who knows his resume, 
which includes directing and editing 
documentaries for HBO, FOX, ABC, CBS, 
ESPN, NFL Network and the BBC (win¬ 
ning an Emmy for his feature-length NFL 
Films documentary Big Charlie's), as 
well as directing and co-writing the 2011 
feature Sweet Little Lies, about a young 
girl's quest to find her father. 

He finds his grandfather in Billy Mize 
& the Bakersfield Sound, and we're all 
the better for it.

BLACKHAT I can tell you pretty much 
everything that happens in Michael 
Mann's new cyberthriller, Blackhat, in 
just one sentence. But I could easily 
spend 40 sentences telling you how 
it happens, describing the splash of 
green and red traffic lights reflected 
in a windshield, the way the camera 
seeks out the faintly shadowed bal¬ 
lerina neck curve of Chinese actress 
Tang Wei. Mann takes the bland 


elements of the generic mainstream 
thriller—the cop being shot, the car 
exploding, the hot girl taking notice of 
the hero—and gooses them into visual 
overdrive.

they mean something, but process¬ 
ing them becomes a chore. The story: 
Ace criminal hacker Hathaway (Chris 
Hemsworth) is sprung from jail to help 
old pal and MIT classmate Chen (Wang 
Leehom) track down the "blackhat," 
or malicious hacker, who has brought 
on a near-meltdown at a nuclear- 
power facility. FBI agent Carol Barrett 
(a businesslike Viola Davis) distrusts 
Hathaway from the start, glowering at 
him librarian-style over her glasses. 

As the action skims from city to city, 
Hathaway falls in love (and into bed) 
with Chen's sister, Lien, played by Tang: 


Hathaway and Lien find their way to 
each other almost wordlessly, which 
makes you believe in it more—Mann is 
good at that sort of thing. And yet other 
than that, this elaborate, purpose¬ 
ful movie never quite connects. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

PADDINGTON While never quite 
resembling the quiet hug of the books 
it's based on, Paul King's Paddington 
is far from the noisome Penguins of 
Madagascar experience. A smartly 
bobbed Nicole Kidman plays a Cruella 
de Vil-type villain, eager to stuff the 
film's talking orphan bear, and there 
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are chases and home-destroying comic 
set pieces, the best of which involves a 
torrent of bathwater and suggests both 
A Night at the Opera and The Shining. 
But if the scale of the occasional may¬ 
hem is heightened, its spirit and inge¬ 
nuity doesn't feel wholly at odds with 
the books, either: There's just enough 
Hollywood hurly-burly here to make 
this qualify as a 2015 studio release 
for kids—and just enough last-century 
picture-book gentleness to make it 
feel separate from our time. What's 
most edifying is all the live-action 
playfulness: a witty script, precisely 
mad performances, production design 
that's part Wes Anderson dollhouse 
and part educational toy store. King's 
cast is appealingly dotty, especially 
Sally Hawkins and Hugh Bonneville as 
a mom and dad who take in the bear 
they discover stranded at Paddington 
Station. The father is a safety-minded 
actuary who spouts statistics that are 
just plain crackers: "Thirty-four percent 
of pre-breakfast accidents involve 
banisters!" Mom's a ragamuffin illus¬ 
trator with eyes as wide and arresting 
as any computer-generated critter's. 
Better still: the smile that's always 
just unloosening itself. Kidman's also 
a crackpot pleasure, giving poisonous 
bite to King's best lines, like the there- 
goes-the-neighborhood speech where 
she insists the new bear in town is just 
the first of a migrant horde that will 
corrupt the great city with "raucous, 
all-night picnics." (And her clothes are 
divine: Think Teddy Roosevelt as an 
SS Girl Scout.) (PG) Alan Scherstuhl.

ONGOING 

THE HOBBIT:THE BATTLE OFTHE 
FIVE ARMIES Reviewing any chunk 
of Peter Jackson's Tolkien-flavored 
fantasy-combat-simulation project is like 
reviewing some holiday party or a possibly 
obligatory family get-together. You know 
whether you're going, you know who 
you'll see there, and you know that you'll 
either grit through it and be glad when 
it's over, or you'll lose yourself in it and 
miss the ritual when it's gone. Either way, 
consider this: Once the final version of 
The Battle of the Five Armies hits Blu-ray, 
Jackson's full series will take almost a full 
day of your life to get through. And yet, 
even here, at the end of all things Middle- 
earth, the filmmaking and world-crafting 
and orc-decapitations are still brash and 
vigorous, still lavish, rousing, grating, wea¬ 
rying, and hilarious, both intentionally and 
un-. When ore and dwarf spill through fog 
onto a silvery frozen lake, and then in that 
roller-rink moonscape gorgeousness keep 
their grudge match going both above and 
under the ice, you may carp that it's all 
just too much. But it's hard not to marvel 
at just how much too-much Jackson has 
whipped up—and how much of it was 
inspired. The film builds to a series of boss 
battles against scarred and gum-fleshed 
ore chiefs Tolkien didn't even bother 
putting in the book. They're individually 
spectacular, staged with the full Jackson 
invention and brio—he's as good at this 
stuff as anyone in the history of movies. 
But they just keep coming, like frozen 
yogurt from a self-serve spigot a kid didn't 
bother turning off, more and more in a 
relentless gush. The Hobbit\s less a trilogy 
than it is a heaping mound of sugary goo.

The Best Kook to Ever 
Grace Orange County 

Laguna Art Museum’s curator of contemporary art departs, 

leaving a legacy of daring and brilliance

G race Kook-Anderson stands in 
the final room of the Elizabeth 
Turk exhibition at Laguna Art 
Museum (LAM), surrounded 
by the artist’s enigmatic creations. The 
soft, white flesh of marble sculptures 
and chalk writing on the black-box walls 
is behind us; in front are drawings, text¬ 
books, newspaper articles, sal¬ 
vaged pieces of nature—dozens of 
Turk’s inspirations. 

“Elizabeth brings attention to the 
little things around us, the things 
that we miss,” says LAM’s curator 
of contemporary art, softly. “There’s 
a vulnerability to her offering her¬ 
self up to the community.“ 

The same can be said about 
Kook-Anderson. We’re walking 
down the gray concrete paths of 
the Great Park, away from the Palm 
Court Arts Complex, where she 
has just spoken at Kevin Staniec’s 
Living Room Talks. It was a small, 
lively group, full of questions and 
comments. Kook-Anderson had 
told me earlier that she was leaving 
her position at LAM and moving 
with her husband and small son 
to Portland. Looking around me, 

I couldn’t help but think that she 
deserved abetter send-off, a larger 
crowd that was more familiar with 
her exhibitions. 

“I’ll miss your work,” I tell her. 

“It may not have always seemed 
that way. I know I wasn’t always 
very nice to you.” 

She smiles and waves her hand. 

“It’s part of the game,” she says. “It 
toughened me up.” 

My first review of Kook-Ander¬ 
son’s work was less than flattering. 

I won’t repeat it here, but it didn’t take 
her long to prove I was dead wrong. What 
does Elizabeth Turk, trompe-l’oeil, John 
Altoon and World ofWarcraft have in com¬ 
mon? Not much, except LAM’s curator of 
contemporary Art. 

Factor in her ex • pose shows and their 
deeply-felt social consciousness—the 
unforgettable individuality of Macha 
Suzuki, the transcendent images of Rich¬ 
ard Kraft’s video, Allison Schulnik’s mel¬ 
ancholy animations and paintings, the war 
nightmares of Dana Harel, or the physical 
devastation of beatriz da costa—as well as 
the dozens of artists collected from her 
stint as jurist at Irvine Fine Arts Center’s 
“All Media: 2013,” and Kook-Anderson 


has exposed Orange County to a host of 
artists completely underserved by the art 
world, with most of the work displayed in 
a basement space that makes many people 
wonder, when they come off the elevator, 
whether they went too far and ended up in 
an underground car park. 

“I think it’s a shame when people shy 


away from social issues or politics,” she 
says. “It’s an argument to be made, but I 
feel everything is political. Since the ’60s 
... I think it’s a little irresponsible to not be 
in a dialogue.” 

But in 2008, Kook-Anderson didn’t see 
herself living in Southern California. A 
self-described “Bay Area snob,” she had 
a dual BA in art practice and art history, a 
master’s in curatorial practice, had primar¬ 
ily worked in galleries, and was attached to 
the intimacy of university spaces. In that 
awkward year following graduation, still 
searching for a place to belong while try¬ 
ing to make ends meet, she basically said 
“yes” to everything that came her way: 

She installed art, curated it, sold it and 


painted the walls around it; was a liaison 
with creatives; and worked the front desk 
of a hotel. 

Then she saw the listing. 

Three trips south and three interviews 
later, Kook-Anderson secured her job with 
LAM, a position previously held by power¬ 
house curator Tyler Stallings that had been 
vacant for two years. 

“ex • pose was a great opportu¬ 
nity,” she says. We’re sitting on a 
bench in the dimly lit downstairs 
gallery, gazing at Lita Albuquer¬ 
que’s Pigment Figure No. 1 and 
listening to the artist’s poetic, if 
slightly incomprehensible, narra¬ 
tive playing over the loudspeakers. 
“I would have liked to have seen 
it go longer. It’s not a one-off; it’s a 
serial. You need to see it over time,” 
she says, passionately, adding, 
“Grants were a challenge.” 

Unlike art history, which is 
somewhat fixed in time, contempo¬ 
rary art is something ever-chang¬ 
ing, its narrative barely happening. 

I offer that it’s nasty and unpredict¬ 
able and hard to trap for longer 
than a moment. 

“Embrace the messy,” Kook- 
Anderson says, laughing. 

So does she have any regrets? 
“Living in OC was really a chal¬ 
lenge,” she says. “We lived quite 
modestly.... Lev and I only have one 
car. The demand to be in LA, always 
viewing, always at openings. I always 
felt guilty that I didn’t see enough.” 
She tells me that the hardest part 
about leaving is that she’ll miss the 
people at LAM, who have become 
family to her. She wishes the best 
for them: “There are lots of ingredi¬ 
ents to make the museum really great, but 
it just needs an extra push of support from 
the community to take it to the next level.” 

Including artists? “Not the artists. We 
love donations, but seriously, they’re the 
most generous people that I know. They 
always did more than the modest stipend 
we gave them. It’s the people with the wal¬ 
lets who need to help more.” 

So where does she go from here? 

“We’re going to sell our car. Our little 
boy will be well-versed in public transpor¬ 
tation.” She smiles at me, radiant and full 
of hope. “I’m going to be a Portland hippie. 
There might even be a career change.... I 
might go into agriculture and raise bees.”

The dairy and limited meat selec¬ 
tions are sourced from organic, California 
farms, and workers compost everything 
that doesn't end up in customers' bellies. 
And Green Bliss offers bags of used cof¬ 
fee grounds for your garden—those are 
organic, too, and like crack for your soil. 
Community. It's hard to describe the feel¬ 
ing one gets when looking at a physical 
community board nowadays. It's almost 
like reading a real newspaper! Nearthe 
back of the store, you'll find one regularly 
pinned with what Fullertonians have to 
offer. Green Bliss also holds several events 
during the year to support local charities 
and teach people howto drink coffee like 
proper hipsters. 

Handmade Market. A wall in the shop is 
almost completely stocked with handmade 
items from local artists, some so unknown 
you can't even buy the stuff online. And 
while it's not unique to have a pop-up in 
a coffee shop, the offerings make it more 
than just an Etsy wallet drain. Check out 
the reusable bags from U-Konserve in 
San Francisco, as well as hand-drawn 
cards, pottery, mini plushies and jewelry by 
Orange County artists.

OC’s Bionic Records remains iconic 25 years later

B ionic Records in Buena Park 
is bustling on New Year’s Eve. 
Owner Mike Desisto, better 
known as “Mike D” to longtime 
patrons, stays busy answering phones 
and ringing up customers buying the 
gifts they really wanted for Christmas 
but didn’t get under the tree. Punk rock 
blares through the store while people 
sift through vinyl and CDs. The store’s 
walls are lined with mostly black T-shirts 
from bands ranging from the Adicts to the 
Dead Kennedys. Patches, stickers, post¬ 
ers and show fliers take up any remaining 
space in the rectangular-shaped store. 

Now in its 25th year, Bionic has sur¬ 
vived the crumbling record-store indus¬ 
try, holding onto its small but vital place 
in OC culture. Original owner Dennis 
Smith had been working at Peer Records, 
but he left to start Bionic Records with 
his brother Mike Freed. Its first incar¬ 
nation opened in November 1989 in 
Cypress, just down the street from its cur¬ 
rent location. By 1991, a storefront popped 
up in Huntington Beach, with another 
opening two years later in Fullerton. 

“I’ve been an avid collector of music 
since I was a kid,” says Mike D, now 
40. “When Bionic Records opened the 
Huntington Beach store in 1991,1 started 
shopping there right away.” After a num¬ 
ber of years, he shifted from buying music 
and merchandise from Bionic to purchas¬ 


ing them for the store. “They hired me in 
1997,” he recalls. 

Mike D was working just two days per 
week. When the Huntington Beach store 
moved to a location near Bolsa Chica and 
Edinger, the manager transferred to the 
Fullerton location; he handed the reins 
over to Desisto. Around this time, Bionic 
Records reached its peak, with all three 
locations thriving. 

“I met Bill Ward from Black Sabbath 
while working in Huntington Beach, 
but everyone came through that store, 
from AFI to Social Distortion,” Mike D 
recalls. “We did in-stores with Korn and 
a signing with the Specials. The Fullerton 
and Cypress stores had everyone from 
No Doubt to Sublime to the Offspring.” 
When Tragic Kingdom was released in 
1995, No Doubt got through six songs of 
their over-capacity, in-store set before 
Fullerton police pulled the plug. 

Bionic Records’ skull-and-bones shirt 
began appearing on prominent people, 
including the Offspring’s lead guitarist 
Noodles, who proudly wore it for the 
band’s “Self-Esteem” music video. 

Bionic Records rode the peaks and val¬ 
leys of Orange County’s third-wave ska 
scene to the multiple subgenres spawned 
by underground metal. It worked with 
heavy-hitter labels in metal and punk 
from Epitaph to Nuclear Blast, from Cen¬ 
tury Media to Relapse. 


But then people changed the way they 
bought music. The prominence of digital 
downloads loomed when the leases came 
up for the Huntington Beach and Ful¬ 
lerton locations by the end of 2006. “That 
was the beginning of the dark ages for 
record stores,” says Mike D. Both spots 
were in good financial shape, but the 
future of music seemed too unpredictable 
for five-year lease agreements. 

Retail sales were also taking a hit from 
a tanking economy. “It was just a mat¬ 
ter of weathering the storm and seeing 
where it would go,” Mike D says. 

Bionic Records eventually shared 
floor space with Furnace Skate Shop in 
Cypress to help keep it afloat. During 
that time, Smith decided he wanted out 
of the retail game, and Mike D took over 
ownership. The Great Recession that ran 
roughshod through the late 2000s swept 
through the shopping center that housed 
Bionic Records, leaving it barren—but not 
before the store relocated to Buena Park 
in March 2011. 

That Bionic Records still stands sur¬ 
prises some local music-lovers who 
thought its days over when the Fullerton 
and Huntington Beach stores closed. 
While digital downloads sparked wor¬ 
ries a decade ago, an old way of listening 
to music has made a comeback in the 
past four years, helping to keep Bionic 
Records alive. 


“Right now, because of the vinyl 
resurgence and people being bored with 
technology, we’re selling all decades of 
music,” Mike D says. “It’s pretty crazy.” 
Underscoring his point, he rings up Nir¬ 
vana’s Bleach and Dr. Dre’s The Chronic for 
a customer. He then fields a request from 
a Chicano punk about vinyl from English 
doom-metal band Electric Wizard. “We’re 
all sold out for now,” Mike D tells him. 

While the silver anniversary of Bionic 
Records came and passed quietly on the 
heels of Thanksgiving, Black Friday and 
a particularly busy Christmas shopping 
season, a commemorative event is being 
planned. “Among all the venues in LA or 
Orange County, it seems like the Observa¬ 
tory has been really solidly booking metal 
and punk for quite some time now,” Mike 
D observes. “That’s awesome! I hope they 
keep doing it, obviously.” 

The store’s longevity makes it an OC 
indie icon. “I don’t think we would con¬ 
sider ourselves in that level of success if 
we didn’t have bands that were success¬ 
ful either coming out or growing in our 
store,” says Mike D. 

“I think it’s finding a niche that you 
respect, love and care about,” he con¬ 
cludes. “It’s about staying the path.”

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Before I Snap 

A plea from your friendly concert photographer

ou rocked out with your iPhone 
during the entire show and are 
now left with a dead phone, 
blurry pics and shaky videos 
with horrible audio. Enter: the professional 
concert photographer. If I’m lucky, you 
will only spill beer on my shoes. You bitch 
about me behind my back and make my 
job a little less wonderful. I’m your only 
chance for seeing decent live shots of your 
favorite band, so why not act a little nicer? 
Here’s how: 

BE REASONABLE. Sometimes, there isn’t 
a designated photo pit for your friendly 
concert photographer, which means I must 
enter your pit and risk pissing you off in 
order to get my shots. I get it—you stood 
in a line for more than five hours to make 
sure Trent Reznor could see your NIN 
tattoo, and now someone with a camera is 
going to sabotage your chance of making 
eye contact with him. I am aware you think 
you own the ground beneath your feet, 
but I only need a decent view of the stage 
for three songs. It won’t kill you to refrain 
from elbowing me or—better yet—if you 
can see over my head, allow me to stand in 
front of you for, like, three minutes. 

DONT PICK A FIGHT. Please don’t head¬ 
butt my 70 to 200 mm lens (i.e., the long 
one) and blame me for clunking you in the 
head. If I wanted to purposely piss you off, 
ruining my equipment in the process, I can 
think of more creative ways than to whack 
you in the head with more than $5k worth 
of camera parts while you drunkenly head- 
bang. No matter how many Instagram fol¬ 
lowers tell you you’re pretty, right now, you 
are sloppy drunk, unaware of your limbs, 
and half of your mascara has been removed 
by other people’s sweat—so let’s call a truce 
to avoid a catfight. 


LET ME OUT. I am not trying to steal 
your spot, brah. If you see me under 
your chin, trying to shimmy my way out 
of a crowded pit with a 12-pound bag 
teetering on my shoulder and a DSLR 
held high above my head, please take 
one step back so I can get the hell out. 

I know it’s crowded, but you can spare 
a few inches, so please back up instead 
of purposely cementing your stance and 
refusing to move. 

DONT ASK FAVORS. Please don’t ask 
me to remove things such as set lists or 
guitar picks from the stage. If you are 
in the front row and I purposely don’t 
make eye contact or small talk with 
you while I am waiting for the band to 
go onstage, it’s because I don’t feel like 
being asked to balance my equipment so 
I can take a photo of you and your bes- 
tie with your iPhone or put your beer/ 
purse/poster on the other side of the 
rail. (And no, I can’t get you backstage.) 
It’s bad enough I have to feel obligated 
to toss an inflatable beach ball back into 
the crowd in order to avoid being boo¬ 
ed by you animals. 

QUIT GIVING ME THE STINK-EYE. I’m 

standing closer to the stage than you 
are, therefore you hate me until I’m 
escorted out of the pit and you resume 
being the alpha male/female of your 
headspace. Sure, I got into the venue 
for free in order to pursue a job I love, 
but I am earning below minimum wage 
(after you factor in an hourly rate), and 
while you’re passed out on your couch 
later, I’ll still have to finish my job. 

After the show, I review hundreds of 
photos, edit and upload the selects, and 
possibly write a review for you to piss 
on when you wake up.

OC WEEKLY; So, what really got you into music?

It's that mental hunger that doesn't go 
away. I wake up every day thinking, "What can I 
do to get ahead musically?" It's also in my blood. 
[His uncle is Carlos Santana.] 

What was the name of your first band name? 

Oh, God! This is going to be embarrassing. Glass 
Hour—you know, like the hourglass in The Wiz¬ 
ard ofOz. Creative, right? We had another one 
called Ash Case because we played in a garage 
and everyone smoked too many cigarettes. 

I feel as if I just asked you what your old AIM 
screen name was. 

I will never tell you that! Just mix seventh grade 
with wrestler names. It was a name that didn't 
match my scrawny little self. 

Whats integral to the work of an artist? 

I've learned recently that you don't always 
need validation and to be aware of why you 
are trying to validate yourself. The moment you 
censor yourself, you are no longer creating true 
art. There's a quote from H.R. Giger—he did the

artwork for the Alien movies in the '80s—he 
said [something like], "Some people see my art, 
and they're moved by it, and some people think 
it's disgusting." The moment you worry about 
what someone else thinks, you're not creat¬ 
ing art; you're people pleasing. You're putting 
baby food on the radio so people will like it, 
as opposed to giving people the vegetables 
they want to hear. No one wanted to hear Jimi 
Hendrix or the Beatles; they didn't know what 
to do with it. 

Why did you audition for American Idol ? 

It's great exposure; I have a chance to tell my 
story and play music. It's so easy to talk crap 
about these shows, but they're throwing spa¬ 
ghetti on a wall, trying to find someone they 
can sell, just like the artist is showing up to sell 
themselves. So I try to show up, do the best that I 
can and deliver. If someone doesn't like a version 
of the song you do, that's okay. If someone hears 
your song in Kansas or New York, likes your 
music, buys it, feels something, and it gives them 
a nostalgic feeling five years later when they 
hear it again, then mission accomplished. 

What's your goal in the music industry? 

To make music and support myself doing what I 
love. This is the first time I've ever had my own 
place! I can record there, and I even have a spot 
off the beach. I look around, and I'm like, "Wow, 
everything in here, every guitar or piece of 
furniture, is because I play music." That's more 
valuable than having a house that's twice as big 
because I sell something I don't like. I won't ever 
have to learn howto tie a tie! 

Unless Idol puts you in one.... 

I'll be wearing a bandana!
